CAMP FEES DUE 

On February 1, 1964, the 
$5.00 per Scout partial pay- 
ment fee for the Owasippe 
Scout Reservation is due at 
the Council Service Center. In 
order to continue to insure a 
site reservation after Febru- 
ary 1, the partial payment 
fee must meet the minimum 
number of spaces for the par- 
ticular site. These Scout par- 
tial payment fees are refund- 
able until May 1. After May 
1 these fees are not refund- 
able, except under special 
circumstances. Partial pay- 
ment fees may be transferred 
within the unit reservation 
agreement at any time. 

The sites for summer camp 
are filling up fast. It is im- 
portant that any units with a 
period and camp preference, 
who have not made their sum- 
mer camp reservation, make 
their site reservation imme- 
diately.

UNIFORM DAY 


As an added highlight, Scouts all over America will 
be wearing their uniforms on Friday, February 7. 
Scouts should wear their uniforms to school and all 
during the day. February 8 has been set aside as the 
time when Cubs, Scouts and Explorers traditionally 
rededicate themselves to the ideals of Scouting. Per- 
haps each unit could plan its weekly meeting for 
February 8 and take part in this dedication to the 
principles of Scouting at their meeting. 


DISTRICT WINDOW CONTEST 


Boy Scout Week is one of the three best-known 
weeks in the American calendar. Every unit in the 
Chicago Area Council is urged to have a window 
display in a neighborhood store during Boy Scout 
Week. For details on the contest, see reverse side. 


POSTER CONTEST 


Each unit should conduct its own contest using 
“Scouting can make the difference” as its theme. 
Each unit should select a poster and enter it in the 
unit’s competition during the month of February. 
Winning unit posters then should be entered in the 
district competition. Posters which have been elimi- 
nated can be displayed on school bulletin boards or 
in shopping center windows.

DISTRICT-WIDE EVENTS 
FOR YOUR UNIT 


Boy Scout Week dates for window dis- 
plays are February 7-13. The theme is: 
Strengthen America, Scouting Can Make 
the Difference. Here are some points to 
keep in mind. 

e Show Scouting in an active way as part 

of a live window display or written dis- 

play. Invite boys to join. 

Decide on a theme for the display. Be 

sure to relate it to the boy. 

Confirm the display location as early as 

you can. Personally check on the space 

available and fill out the application. 

e Set up the display on time, remove it 
promptly and be sure to thank those in- 
volved. 


e Don’t overcrowd your display. Be con- 
sistent with your letters. Don’t spare 
the color. Use as many colorful devices 
as possible. 

Use boy photos and examples of things 
made by Scouts, Cubs and Explorers. 


LIVE SCOUTS OR CUBS OR EXPLORERS 
IN A WINDOW DISPLAY 
MAKE FOR A LIVELY DISPLAY 


Last of all, be sure your display tells 
why Scouts do the activity being dis- 
played. Be sure adults see how such 
activities fulfill the Scout objectives. 

e All units participating in the window 
displays contest are required to register 
with the Scout Service Center, 9 West 
Washington Street, no later than Jan- 
uary 31, 1964. 


e All window displays must be installed 
on or before February 7 and continue 
through February 13 if at all possible. 

e The display is to be designed by the 
unit participating. Installation of the 
window will be worked out between the 
window display manager of the store 
and the participating unit. All material 
in the display shall have been made or 
used by the unit displaying such items. 
Use. of patrol, troop, den or unit flags 
is approved. Other material which is 
traditionally displayed which is of im- 
portance may be used. 

e An official sign provided by the district 
Boy Scout Week committee must be 
used. 


JUDGING AND POSSIBLE SCORE 
Sometime during Boy Scout Week a 
member of the district Boy Scout Week 
Committee or other authorized persons 
will inspect the window or other display 
and award points on the following basis. 


A. Over-all impression 10 points 
B. Official Poster display 10 points 
C. Neatness 10 points 
D. Interest 10 points 
E. Originality 10 points 
F. Items made by boys 10 points 
G. Proper identification 10 points 
H. Action display 10 points 
I. Boy appeal 10 points 
J. Theme included 10 points 


Total possible score 100 points 


AWARDS 


A blue certificate will be awarded by 
the district to each unit that earns 81 to 
100 points. A red certificate will be 
awarded to units earning 61 to 80 points 
inclusive. A green certificate will be 
awarded to each participating unit that 
earns fewer than 60 points. The proper 
certificate will be distributed at the March 
roundtable after the results have been 
recorded. 


Each pack should conduct its own con- 
test using the Boy Scout Week theme. 


Rule 1. Fun for the boy is emphasized. 

Rule 2. Each den must select a poster to 
be entered in the pack competi- 
tion. 

Rule 3. The winning pack poster must be 
entered in the district competi- 
tion to be held at the district Cub 
roundtable in February. 

Rule 4. The pack, to be eligible, must 
have previously registered in the 
contest. 


AWARDS 


Awards for the window display will be 
given at the February Cub leaders’ round- 
table meeting. A green award certificate 
will be given for each den entering. A 
red certificate will be given for the winner 
in each pack. A blue certificate will be 
given to each pack who enters three or 
more posters based on the rules. 


SPECIALTY DISPLAY CONTEST 


Explorer groups having a specialty or 
a program interest can enter a display in 
the Explorer Specialty Displays. Basically 
the display should show the super type of 
activity your post, ship or squadron has 
taken part in, or is planning. To be 
eligible your unit must register its dis- 
play with the district. Only those Ex- 
plorer displays located in schools or other 
places where teen-agers assemble will 
qualify. 


Rule 1. Explorer units must register in 
the Scout Service Center for the 
Super Display Contest prior to 
January 31. 

Rule 2. The display must be in action 
during Boy Scout Week. 


STREET CORNER DISPLAY 

There will be a special award for Scout 
troops planning a special live demonstra- 
tion on street corners during Boy Scout 
Week. A few hints as to what your unit 
might do can be obtained in the Boy 
Scout Winter Quarterly,— 


VACANT LOT CAMP-OUT 

Your unit can help prove that Scouts are 
physically fit by planning a winter over- 
night camp-out in a nearby vacant lot, 
playground or other area which is readily 
accessible to the public. Once your unit 
has registered you will find that this 
unique camp-out will stir the imaginations 
of not only your Scouts but of the parents 
and boys who might want to join Scout- 
ing. 


STREET CORNER RULES 

Rule 1. Scout troops must register prior 
to January 31 in the Scout Ser- 
vice Center to be eligible to take 
part in the Street Corner Display.
